It is said that 
when he arrived in France to take com¬ 
mand of the United States soldiers in the 
World War, one of his first acts was to 
make a pilgrimage to the tomb of your 
gallant General Lafayette.

With bowed head and 
tear-filled eyes, he said, “Lafayette, we are 
here!” 

My friends, I too feel deeply moved to 
be with you here, in this beautiful city 
of Paris. I know that here the saintly 
Abbe de l’Epee founded tha first school for 
deaf-mutes n the world, in the Montmatte. 
From this city his brilliant deaf pupil, 
Laurent Clerc, departed with Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet to kind)* the light of 
understanding for his deaf brethem in 
America. Together they founded our first ] 
school, at Hartford, in 1817. My emotion, 
therefore, is one of deep gratitude. I 
realize that had the good Abbe been less 
benign, the noble Clerc less self-sacrificing, 
then probably I would not be what I am 
today. 

Nor am I alone in this feeling of grati-1 
tude. It is shared by one hundred thou¬ 
sand of my fellow deaf in America, who 
owe their education, their happiness, and 
their ability to live useful lives, to the 
sacrificial labors of de l’Epee, made in this 
city a century and three quarters ago. 
They are also grateful. Among them no 
| names are more revered than those of 
De l’Epee, Gallaudet, and Clerc.

Even more important than these things 
was the securing of compulsory education 
laws applicable to deaf children. Fprmeriy 
the parents of a deaf child might refuse 
to send it to school, preferring that the 
child remain at home. Sometimes this was 
due to a desire to employ the child’s labor 
at home. More o(ten, it was the result of | 
misguided motherly love, which could not 
bear to have the child away from home 
in a residential school during the greater 
part of the year. In consequence, many 
deaf children grew to maturity without the 
merest pretense to an education. Their 
plight, as you will know, was pitiful. 

To end this distressing state of affairs, 
the deaf themselves pressed for a law to 
compel the education of a deaf child. 
Such laws have been passed in various 
States, and today hardly a deaf child but 
receives an education under the instruction 
of trained teachers. It is safe to surmise 
that in another generation hardly an un¬ 
educated deaf-mute will be found in all 
the vast territory of the United States.

Therefore 

they continue their studies in college. We 
have in Washington, D. C, the only col¬ 
lege for the deaf in the world—Gallaudet 
College. Statistics arc usually wearisome, 
but perhaps you will bear with me while 
1 cite a few figures. 

In the sixty-six years of its existence, the 
college has enrolled 1,711 students. Of 
this number, 574 were duly graduated with j 
a degree in arts or science, fifty-four 
more pursued graduate studies and received 
the master’s degree. Eighty-four individuals 
werr honored with degrees for exceptional 
attainments in various fields of endeavor. 
Many of these graduates are now teachers, 
principals and superintendents of schools 
for the deaf. Others have entered industrial 
and other professions. Need it be said that 
the deaf do not lack for splendid leader¬ 
ship in America? 

Indeed, our deaf people pride themselves 
ufion their independence Jt is a ‘whole¬ 
some pride. It has spurred them to achieve 
self-reliance, ‘culture, worthy citizenship. 
One of our best known writers on econo¬ 
mics, Dr. Frederic J. Haskins, is authority 
for the statement that in America “the 
deaf beggar is almost invariably a fake.” 

Not only do our deaf not beg, but they 
I provide for their aged, infirm, and blind 
deaf fellows. We now have five large 
Homes for such doubly unfortunate people, 
and a sixth is now being planned in the 
southern part of the United States. These 
Homes are owned, managed, and sup|>ortcd 
by the deaf themselves, and in the main, 
they give generously of their means to¬ 
ward maintenance costs.

May 1 try, therefore, to describe to you 
briefly the condition of the deaf in 
America? 

Of the forty-eight States that comprise 
the Federal Union, all but one or two ol 
the smallest now have at least one school 
for the deaf. Many of the larger States 
contain several. In these schools, thousands 
of deaf children receive a liberal education, 
and each year sees hundreds of new grad¬ 
uates taking useful places in the world of 
work. 

Today almost no trade or profession is 
closed to the deaf in my country. In the 
skilled trades, such as linotype operating, 
engraving, printing, architectural and me 
chanical drawing, stone and wood carving, 
cabinet making, masonary construction,-etc., 
they enjoy a reputation for superior skill 
Even the professions are open to them. 
Wc number among us several editors, 
dentists, chemical engineers, architects, and 
writers Scores have !>ecome clergymen 
Hundreds have been teachers and educators. 

I In comparison with the venerable age of 
! Europe, my country is indeed young ( 
Youtnfulness, it is said, dons not conduce 
to artistic excellence in a nation.
